the party under bis command after the wreck of the Arctic 
exploring steamer Jeannette, and of his persistent cfforts 
through dangers and hardships to find and assist his Com- 
manding Officer and other members of the expedition be- 
fore he himself was out of peril, in accordance with the Act 
o ngress approved September 30, 1890, nominated and, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, do here- 
by advance him tothe grade of Chief Engineer with the 
relative rank of Commander from the 25tb day of August, 
1889, in the service of the United States. 

The remainder of the commission follows the 
same phraseology with all others. 


RECENT DEATHS. 


Tue death of the venerable bistoriau and states- 
map, George Bancroft, has received such universal 
attention from the daily papers that it is unneces- 
sary for us to resume here bis long and distinguished 
service.

“ His successful administration of the Navy De- 
partment from March, 1845, to September, was 
marked pre-eminently by the foundation of the 
Naval Academy—an act which has earned for him 
the most profound and lasting gratithde of the 
naval service.

“Srr: His esty, the Emperor and King, re- 
mem bering dhe wehations of friendship whioh’ for 
many years existed between his oy the late 
Emperor William, and the late Hon. . Bancroft, 
as minister of the United States to Barlin, has di- 
rected me to express to you and to your famuly his 
most sincere sympathy with the great loss which has 
fallen upon you and upon your country.” 


Brevet-CoLtonet E. H. Luprveron, Major U. 8. 
A., retired, who died at Uniontown, Pa., Jan. 21, 
was practicing law when the civil war broke out, 
was appointed Captain of the 17th U. S. Infantry in 
1861, and io 1864 was appointed Assistant Inspector 
General, with the rank of Major. He was wounded 
at the Second Bull Run, and was retired for disa- 
bility incurred in the line of duty March 20, 1879. 
For his gallant and meritorious services during the 
war he received the brevets of major, lieutenant- 
colonel and colonel. He was a brother of Col. M. 
I, Ludington, assistant quartermaster general U. 8. 
A. The deceased officer had many friends in New 
York city, where he was on duty many years ago on 
the staff of Gen. McDowell. 


LIEUTENANT-COMMANDER CHAs. H. Buacg, U. 8S. 
Navy, who died at Hot Springs, Ark., Jan. 20, was 
appointed actiug midshipman at the Naval Academy 
in 1861, was graduated in 1865, and attained the grade 
of lieutenant-commander in 1879, He was retired 
from active service November 5, 1883. 


Caprain Joan B. MoGowan, U.S. R. M., who 
died at Elizabeth, N. J., Jan 20, in the 86th year of 
his age, was appointed to the Revenue Marine by 
President Jackson. He served in the Mexican War, 
and in 1852 left the Government service for the mer- 
chant marine. When the War broke out he was the 
commander of the ‘irst vessel (the memorable Star 
of the West) to draw the fire of the rebel batteries in 
the harbor of Charleston, 8.C. Oaptain McGowan 
bad severa) other commands during the war, among 
them that of the Naugatuck, and he organized and 
put in commission the noted little Mosquito Fleet 
on the Chesapeake Bay. He was widely known in 
the naval service, and was thoroughly respected. 

N., now in 
command of the schoolship St. Mary's, is bis son, 
and Rear Admiral Harmony is his son in-law. 


ALBERT MILLER LEA, who died at Corsicana, Tex. 
Jan. 17, was graduated from West Point in 1831, and 
promoted to the 7th U. 8. Infantry. In 1883 he was 
transferred to the lst Dragoons, and resigned May 
31, 18386. Hethen engaged in engineering. lo 1841 
he was Chief Clerk of the War Department. After 
seven years as Professor of Mathematics in the East 
Tennessée University (‘ol.

DEPARTMENT NEWS. 


Dept. of Aritzona.—Brig.-Gen. A. McD. McCook. 


A Tombstone despatch of Jan. 18 says: ‘‘Apaches 
have killed Chiquita Smith, in Morse’s Canyon, and 
Lieut. Clark is in close pursuit ef them.” 

An Albuquerque despatch says: ‘‘ The 2d Cavalry, 
in command of Col. Clendenin, arrived here Jan. 19, 
from Forts Lowell and Huachuca, and then left to 
take possession of Fort Wingate, lately vacated by 
the 6th Cavalry. It was reported Jan. 19 that the 
Navajos were acting ugly and that the troops were 
en route to settle any uprising. The report is false, 
for it is not the wish of the Navajos to go to war.” 











AT THE FRONT. 


THe latest information from Pine Ridge ia that 
all continues quiet there. The seat of war seems to 
have been transferred to Washington and the Ad- 
jutant General’s Office. A press despatch, dated 
Jan. 21, says: ‘‘ All the troops with the exception of 
the Ist Infantry broke camp this morning and 
moved to the banks of Craven Creek, about four 
tiles south of the agency. The Ist Inf. remains on 
the site it bas occupied for the last two months, a 
short distance from the Agent's quarters. The pres- 
ent site places the [ndians between the troops and 
the agency. The redskins look upon this move 
with apprehension, and have accordiugly doubled 
their pickets and are preparing foran emergency. 
Gen. Brooke bas established his headquarters in the 
camp, while Gen. Miles remains at the agency. 
About 120 Brule Sioux have abandoned the Ogal- 
lala camp and established a camp of their own a 
paratory toreturning to Rosebud under Capt. Lee, 
of the 9tb Inf. Gen. Miles thinks everything will be 
in such condition that he can lease by Friday.” 

The troops of the Department of the Missouri now 
in the field were Jan. 22 ordered by Gen. Miles to 
proceed to their seyeral stations, except Capt. 
Wells’ battalion of the 8th Cav., which goes to Fort 
Meade, S. D. Col. Henry bas instructions to seek a 
sheltered camp with bis battalion of the 9th Cav. 
at a distance of not more than ten miles from Pine 
Ridge. Seventy members of the Ist Inf., Col. Shaf- 
ter, of San Francisco, bave been allowed to transfer 
at will to regiments now here and belonging to 
other departments. These changes still leave four 
troops of the 7th Cav., Capron’s light battery of the 
Ist Art., all of the lst, 2d and 17th Lof., the 6th Cav. 
and two companies of the 8th Lnf. in the field. 


GENERAL MILUS'S CONGRA1 ULATORY ORDER. 


Hpgrs. Div. OF THE MISSOURI, IN THE FIELD, | 
PInE Rings, 8. D., Jan. 18, 1891. | 


The division commander takes pleasure in an- 
nouncipg the satisfactory termination of hostilities 
in this division. The disaffection among the lnudi- 
ans was widespread, involving many different 
tribes. The purpose of the conspiracy was to cause 
a general uprising of all the Indiansin the coming 
spring. The hostile element of the Sioux nation 
precipitated the movement by leaving their agen- 
cies, defying the authorities of the Government, and 
destroyiug their property that bad been given them 
for the purposes of civilization. They assembled in 
large forcein almost impenetrable ground known 
asthe Mauves Terres, of Sourh Dakota, and from 
that rendezvous marauding parties robbed both 
white citizens and friendly Indians on their reser- 
vation end through the adjacent settlements, To 
check this insurrection, orders were given for the 
arrest of the chief conepirator, Sitting Bull, who was 
on the eve of leaving bisa reservation to join those 
above mentioned. This was done on Dec. 14 last. 
After pesceably submitting to arrest by the officers 
of the Government be created a revolt which 
brought to Lis assistance large numbers of bis fol- 
lowers, who assailed the Indian police. This re- 
sulted io his deatb, and tbe final arrest of 300 of his 
people. 

Ttesevond arrest was that of Big Foot’s party, 
Dew, 21, 1890. This band was composed of outlaws 
trow wifferent tribes who bad defied the Govern- 
went officers, and escaped Dec. 28, 1890. While these 
measures were being carried into execution, the 
troops were quickly moved between the hostile ele- 
ments in the stronghold and the settlements in such 
it way as to check their depredations and give pro- 
tection to the lives and property of the settlers. 
Nearly the entire force of troops in the Department 
of Dakota under Gen. Ruger were judiciously placed 
where they would give the most protection to the 
settlement. 

Brief delays were necessary to put the troops in 
proper position as well as to give time for the work 
of disaffection to be carried on in the hostile camp 
and strengthen the loyal element. Gradually the 
troops were moved to such positions as to render 
resistance of the hostiles useless, and they were 
forced back to the agency. The escape of Big Foot 
made his recapture necessary. This was success 
fully done by a battalion of the 7th Cavairy and Lt. 
Hawthorne’s detachment of artillery under Major 
Whitside, Dec. 28, 1890. after which the command 
was marched seven miles to Wounded Knee, and at 
9 Pp. M. it was joined by Col. Forsyth with the 2d »bat- 
talion of his regiment, two Hotchkiss guns under 
Capt. Capron, Ist Art.,and Lieut. Taylor’s scouts. 
With this band of outlaws under control of the 
troops and the entire hostile camp moving in before 
them to surrender and within a sbort distance of 


Wyo., to fix the- 





the agency, it was ho and expected that the In- 
dian difficulty would be brought to aclose without 
the loss of life of a single white man. 

While the troops were disarming Big Foot’s band 
on the morning of Dec. 19, the Indians were incited 
to hostility by the barangues of one of their false 
prophets, and in an attempt to escape nearly all of 
them were killed or wounded, and serious loss of 
life occurred to a large number of non-combatants. 
During the engagements some 150 of the young war- 
riors who were moving in to surrender went to the 
assistance of Big Foot’s band and were engaged 
with the troops, and returning made a vigorous at- 
tack upon tbe agency, drawing the fire of the In- 
dian police and scouts. This caused a general alarm, 
and upwards of 3,000 [Indians fled from the agency 
to the canyons and broken ground adjacent to White 
Clay Creek, and assumed a hostile attitude. The 
troops that were following, however, checked their 
furtber movements. 

The attempts of some of the warriors to burn 
buildings near the agency the following day re- 
sulted in a skirmish with the 7th Cavalry under Col. 
Forsyth, promptly auggerees by Major Henry, 9th 
Cavalry. On Jan. 1, 1891, « spirited engagement oc- 
curred on White River between a body of warriors 
numbering upwards of 100 and Capt. Kerr's troops 
of the 6th Cavairy, in which the Indians were re- 
pulsed with luss, Major Tupper's battalion of Col. 
Carr's command of the 6th Cavalry moving to bis 
= 

his was followed by several skirmishes. The In- 
dian scouts under Lieut. Casey, while making a 
reconnoissance, sustained a serious loss in the death 
of that gallant officer. The troops under command 
of Brig.-Gen. Brooke gradually closed the Indian 
lines of retreat and forced the hostiles, by superior 
numbers, back to the agency, where they are now 
under the guns of the command and the control of 
the military. 

While the Service has sustained the loss of such 
gallant officers and patriots as Capt. Wallace and 
Lieuts. Casey and Mann and the brave non-vommis- 
sioned officers and soldiers who bave given their 
lives in the cause of good government, the most 
gratifying results have been obtained by the endur- 
ance, patience, and fortitude of both officers and 
men. The work of disarming the hostiles basin a 
large measure been accomplished, but will be con- 
tinued by a portion of tbe command now in the 
field and by the agency officers. As soon as prav- 
ticable the troops will return to their stations and 
willtake with them the assurance that their ser- 
vices have been a great value to the eountry in sup- 
pressing one of the most threatening Indian out- 
breaks, and that they have been enabled to keep 
back the hostile Indians from the unprotected set- 
tlements to the extent that not a citizen’s Jife bas 
been lost beyond the boundaries of the Indian 
reservations. 

In announcing this fact the Division Commander 
desires to express bis thanks and highest apprecia- 
tion of the loyal and efficient service that has been 
rendered. The mention of indwidual names of 
either officers or soldiers for meritorious conduct 
will be deferred until sufficient time is given to 
ascertaiu each beroic act, in order that it may be 
properly recognized and duly rewarded.

OFFICIAL REPORTS OF THE WOUNDED KNEE AFFAIR. 


Camp Pine RipGE AGENCY, 8. D)., Dec, 31, 1890. 
A, A. A. G., Hdqrs. Dept. Platte, in the fie?d: 

Sir: 1 have the honor to report the following in 
connection with the movements of my command on 
the night of Dec. 28, and during the following day. 

Pursuant to verbal orders from the commanding 
general of the Department, [ moved my command 
from this point to the crossing of the Wounded 
Knee by the mairc trail to the Rosebud Agency, 
leaving here nt 440 P. M, and arriving there at 
about 830 P.M. Major Whitside’s battalion of the 
7th Cavalry, and detachment Light Battery EK, Ist 
Artillery, bad that day captured Big Foot’s band of 
{ndians, and when I arrived had them in his camp. 
My command consisting of regimental headquarters 
aud the 2d Battalion detachment of Light Battery 
E, lst Artillery, went into camp for the night. At 
about 7.30 the next morning, after considerable 
trouble, the bucks of Big Foot’s band, numbering 
106, were collected away from their camp, and after 
explaining to them that, baving surrendered, they 
would be treated as prisoners of war, but that as 
such they must surrender their arms, squads of 20 
men were cut off and told to bring them toa desig 
nated place. The result of this was very unsatis- 
factory, but few arms being brought. Keeping the 
bucks collected details of soldiers were made, under 
officers. to search the Indian camp. While this was 
in progress one Indian separated a little from the 
rest, and, in Ghost Dance costume, began an ad- 
dress to which I paid no attention,as the inter- 
preter said be was telling the Indians to be quiet 
and submit. After a short while, however, the in- 
terpreter told me that he was talking of wiping out 
the whites. I then made bim cease bis address. Just 
after this, the search through their camp having 
proved almost fruitiess, I gave orders to search the 
persons of the bucks, again telling them that they 
moust do as white men always do when surrendering, 
that is pive up tbeir arms. Atthe first move to 
carry out the order last referred to, the bucks made 
a break, which at once resulted in terrific fire and 
a hot fight lasting about 20 minutes, followed by 
skirmish firing of about one hour. From the first 
instant the squaws started for the hills, andit is my 
belief that comparatively few of them were injured. 
Some bucks succeeded in getting away, and three 
troops were sent in pursuit. They overtook and cap- 
tured five bucks (all badly wounded,) 19 sguaws and 
ebildren, and killed six bucks. Very soon after 
the forve was attacked by about 125 bucks, supposed 
to be from the aneney. 

in the fight which followed those captured had to 
be dropped. One of the troops sent out became 
separated ashort distance and killed four Indians, 
one a buck; the other three could not be deter- 
mined. Asaccurate an estimate as could be made 
of the dead Indian bucks 1n and near the camp was 
83, which, added to the seven before mentioned, 
makes 90 as the number of bucks killed. The attack 
on the three troops by the 125 bucks—taken in con- 
nection with a message from the Department Com- 
mander to Major Henry, 9th Cav., who was on White 





River, which message was opened by me by mis- 
take and contained the information that the les 
bad left the agency on the warpath—led me to be- 
lieve that I was in danger of an attack by all the 
discontented Indians in this vicinity; and as my 
command had suffered greatly in killed and 
wounded, [ deemed it not only prudent but 
obligatory in me to return to the agency. 
The task of caring for the killed and wounded, 
and improvising as comfortable transportation 
as ble for them, aud making the other 
necessary arrangements, occupied all the time, and 
all the men of the command. Fortunately a supply 
train came into camp just after the fight, which was 
emptied and utilize! for this purpose. Aslsawa 
pight march ahead of me, an early start was of ut- 
most importance. For this reason no time was 
taken to accurately count the killed and wounded 
Indians in and near the camp. Another reason for 
this omission was the fact that one buck held a 
sheltered ravine which vommanded a great portion 
of the field, and all our efforts to dislodge or kill bim 
failed, although fully haif an hour was spent in the 
effort. He was wounded, and 1 thought it better to 
leave him than to make additional sacrifices in order 
to take him, which loss would certainly have fol- 
lowed. We brought with us to the agenvy six bucks 
badly wounded and 27 squaws and children 
wounded. 

Forty eight guns were secured, many of which 
were issued to citizens, teamsters and reporters dur- 
ing the fight, and some were retaken by the bucks, 
as their firat rush was in that direction. About 150 
ponies were captured and turned over to the In- 
dian scouts to be driven to the agency. 

Our loss was one cfiicer (Capt. Wallace), six non- 
commissioned officers and 18 privates killed, and 
two officers (Lieuts. Garlington and Gresham, the 
latter slightly, 7th Cav., and Lieut. Hawthorne, 2d 
Art.), 11 non-commissioned officers and 22 privates 
wounded.

Piyge RipGe AGENCY, 8. D., Jan. 1, 1891. 
The Regimental Adjutant, 7th Cavalry : 

Sir: 1 have the honor to submit the following re- 
port: In compliance witb instructions concained in 
letter from Commanding General, Dept. of the 
Platte, dated Dec. 26, 1890, and endorsement thereon 
by Colonel, 7th Cavalry, [left camp at Pine Ridge 
Agency, 8. D., at 1.20P.M., Dec. 26, 1890, with my 
battalion, consisting of Troops A, I, K and B, 7th 
Cav., and two Hotchkiss guns, in command of Lieut. 
H. L. Hawthorne, 2d Art., and proceeded to a point 
on Wounded Knee Creek known as the Post Office 
crossing, reaching there about 5 RB. M. same date. As 
[approached the creek, my scouts reported they 


had seen four Indians who said they were “Sitting _ 


Bull people.”’ I sent Troop A, 7th Cav., under Capt. 
Moylan, 7th Cav., forward at a gallop to try and 
capture them, but darkness prevented. On Capt. 
Moylan’s return, I went into camp on the creek near 
the crossing. 

The following morning, Dec. 27, 1890, 1 sent Lieut. 
E. A. Garlington, 7th Cav., with 21 men to scout 
down Wounded Kuee Creek and ascertain, if possi- 
ble, if any Indians had crossed during the night and 
also to try and communicate with Major Henry, 9th 
Cav. 
Lieut. J. C. Gresham, 7th Cav., with 21 men, was 
sent up Wounded Knee Creek to the Stateline, with 
instructions to thoroughly scout that country and 
ascertaiu if any Indians had crossed the creek to 
my south during the night. 

Lieut. Gresham returned about 4 Pp. M. and re- 
ported he bad seen no signs of Indians. 

Lieut. Garlington returned about 9 P. M. and re- 
ported he had been down Wounded Knee about 26 
miles and could find no signs either of Indians or 
Major Henry’s command. 

My Lodian scouts were sent well out to the east, 
towards Porcupine Creek, and returned about dark 
and reported they bad seen no signs of Indians. 

Opn tbe morning of the 28th I sent a half breed 
scout, known as “Little Bat,’”’ who reported to me 
the evening before (with Lieut. Preston, 9th Cav.), 
and three Indian scouts, with instructions to scout 
the country abvut the Porcupine and try and locate 
“Big Foot,” who I felt confident was in that direc- 


tion. 

At 11 o’clock A. M., ** Little Bat’’ came into camp 
and reported ‘“‘ Big Foot” on the Porcupine coming 
in my direction. [ immediately saddled up and took 
the trot in the direction of the Porcupine, sending 
* Little Bat *’ and three scouts ahead. Within two 
miles of the Porcupine the Indians were seen on the 
hill balted. I formed my command in double col- 
umn of fours, dismounted and formed line to the 
front, placing the Hotchkiss guns in the centre, 
then rode forward with Lieut. Nicholson, 7th Cav., 
and met the [ndians. “ Big Foot,” who was riding 
in a wagon, being sick, then came tothe front. | 
demanded the surrender of his band. In the mean- 
time 120 Indians, well armed, two-thirds mounted, 
the remainder dismounted, advanced in line, Some 
Indians tried to ride around my flanks. 1 ordered 
them to return to the band, which order they 
obeyed. [ informed “ Big Foot” that they were my 
prisoners and I would take them to Wounded Knee 
and go into camp for the night. 

After this I wrote a despatch to the Department 
Commander announcing the capture, requesting 
that the 2d Battalion, 7th Cav., be sent as reimforce- 
ment to my command to arrive before daylight the 
following morning to assist in the disarming of the 
lodians, as I did not consider it safe to make the at- 
tempt to disarm them with my command; this des- 

atch Lsentin by Lieuts. Nicholson, 7th Cav., and 
foe, 9th Cav. . 

I then took up my march with two troops in ad- 
vance, followed by the Indians, two troops bringing 
up the rear, and arrived at the Wounded Knee Cross- 
ing at 2.30 P. M., aud went into camp, detailing two 
troops, A and I, to guard the Indians during the 
night, which was done by, placing a chair of senti- 
nels around the camp and the two Hotchkiss guns 
under Lieut. Hawthorne on the side of the hill over- 
looking the Indian village. 

About 8.30 p. M. the same date, Col. James W. For, 
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syth, 7th Cav., with the 2d Battalion of the regi- 
ment, arrived and assumed command.

Sr1r: In compliance with instructions contained in 
your letter of Jao. 1, 1891, I have the honor to re- 
port | have examined the ground where the fight 
with Big Foot’s band occurred, and counted the 
number of Indians killed and wounded, also num- 
ber of ponies and horses, with the following result: 
82 bucks and 1 boy killed, 2 bucks badly wounded, 
40 squaws killed, 1 squaw wounded, 1 blind squaw 
unburt; 4small children and 1 papoose killed; 40 
bucks and 7 women were killed in camp; 25 bucks, 
10 women and 2 children in the canyon near and on 
one side of the camp; the balance were found in the 
— 58 horses and ponies and 1 burro were found 
dead. 

There is evidence thata great number of bodies 
have been removed. Since the snow, wagon tracks 
were wade near where it is supposed dead or 
wounded [Indians bad been lying. The vamp and 
bodies of the Indians had been more or less plun- 
dered before my command arrived here. | pro- 
hibited anything being removed trom the bodies of 
the Indians or the camp. 

I have not furnished a sketch or map of camp or 
vicinity, as Major Whitside arrived about noon to- 
day and informed me he bad an officer with bim for 
this purpose.

SOME REMARKABLE MARCHING. 


On the night of Dec. 15, at 1 A. m., Co. D, 22d Inf., 
at Fort Lincoln, N. D., received orders to proceed at 
daylight to the upper Cannon Ball river and to look 
out for the Indians who bad broken away after the 
killing of Sitting Bull. The company was in com- 
maud of Lieut. John Green Ballance, 22d Inf., with 
Lieut. Treadwell Moore, 22d Inf., attached. The 
vompany left the post at 630 a. mM. and marched to 
the Chanta Peta creek, distance 24 miles. Dec. 17 it 
marched to the north fork of the Cannen Ball river, 
distance 30 miles. Dec. 18 it marched up the Can- 
non Ball river, 26 miles, to Taylor’s Ranch. On 
Dee. 22 it marched down the Cannon Ball, 8 miles, 
undestablished camp. On the evening of Dec. 23 
news was received that a company of soldiers were 
surrounded by Indians in the Cave Hills, and at 7.45 
Pp. M., Deo, 23, the company started out to their as- 
sistance, making a forced march of 63 miles to New 
England City, which was reached at 1 A. Mm. on Dec. 
25, making the march in 29 hours and 15 minutes. 
Dec. 25 it left New England City for the Cave Hills, 
but learned about 4 miles out that the command 
(Capt. Fountain’s and Lieut. Ord’s) was safe. The 
march was continued, however, in the direction of 
a Hills to north fork of Grand river, distance 5 
miles. 

The company bas since marched 175 miler, and is 
now still at it, being expected at our camp to-mor- 
row evening. Wuring all of this marching the ther- 
mometer bas been always below the freezing point, 
and frequently for some days below the zero. It is 
doubtful if any other company of infantry engaged 
in the present campaign will have to its credit upon 
the settlement of the present Indian difficulties, any 
thing like an equal amount of hard service, expo- 
sure and marching as that endured by Lieut. Bal- 
lance and Co. D, 22d Inf. x. 

The rapid march of the 9th Cavalry battalion un- 
der Col. Henry, with not a+ sore backed horse, 
demonstrates that the gait of walk and trot is the 
proper gait for a cavalry march, the object being to 
get the command into camp as soon as possible con- 
sistent with good condition of horse. The march 
made of 108 miles in 30 hours, with not a sore backed 
horse, demonstrates the truth of the above, and the 
capabilities of the horse when well taken care of and 
hardened by use beforehand. A trooper under the 
above circumstances has no time to lounge in his 
saddle and sore his horse’s back. CAVALRY.

THE MISSION CAMP. 


We are now at the scene of the Mission fight, 
where the 7th got into a bad place with the Indians, 
being relieved by the timely arrival of the 9th. The 
building erected by Mizs Drexel is a handsome one 
and cost $32,000. Father Jute is in charge, assisted by 
several brothers and sisters. The children have, of 
course, all fled. The hostile camp is about two miles 
from here and one and one half miles from agency. 
The wagon train went in to-day past the camp, but 
were not molested. aang J were told not to come 
back again—more [Indian bluster. The 3 inch gun at 
the agency commands the camp, and couid raise 
them off of their feet, but we are not fighting. 
Educaticn has done much forthe Sioux. A Carlisle 
student killed Lieut. Casey; the Carlisie boys were 
at the head of those in the Bad Lands, and have 
been most active in deviltry. Lf a few educated ones 
can do so much mischief, what will be the result by 
& more extensive education? The ultimatum given 
to [ndians to surrender their arms, if carried out, 
will result in the delivery of the old pieces and bid- 
ing of the good. The following troops are in camp 
here: Cayalry—9tbh, Col. Henry; 8th, Capt. Welle, 
and Leavenworth Battalion, Lieut.-Col. Sandford. 
Artillery—Two Hotchkiss, lst Art., Lieut. Hayden, 
and one Hotchkiss, Lieut. Roach, 17th lof. Infan- 
try—2d, Col. Wheaton ; 17th, Lieut.-Col. Offiey. The 
newa of the prospective retirements of Cols, Otis*® 
Tilford and Brisbin has awakened joy in the hearts 
of the three seniors of each grade. All absent from 
the field should go. Now isthe time for the War 
Department to draw the line. 

he rushing of mounted orderlies around last 
night till midnight might have indicated war, but 
no, the hours of calls were being given out, and Col. 
Wheaton had assumed command. Water call is 
at6.304.m. Horses won't drink at that hour, but 
they must by order. It is something like an order 
issued in New Mexico, that ‘‘The rains must come 
and the grass grow.”’ When this war is over we will 





have at least something to laugh at, if not on the 
order of the monkey and the chestnuts.

Matters seem to be closing up, and troops are ex- 
pecting to be en route home ere long, unless—and 
there isa chance of an outbreak—it takes only one 
or two shots of excitable bucks to start the whole 
matter. I believe in the spring there will be trouble, 
unless the recollection of the Big Foot matter keeps 
them quiet. All the troops are in except General 
Wheaton of the 2d, and Leavenworth Battalion, and 
Colonel Heury with the 9th Cav., and the 17th Inf., 
Colonel Offiey. It is said we are to be concentrated 
and have a review, and then for home. Two months 
in tents in winter is enough at a time. General Miles 
visited Colonels Sanford and Henry of the 9th Cav- 
alry. He speaks well of the 9th and their work, 
says the blacks will fight and go wherever led. The 
first time I met him was when ordered to report to 
him in the 5th Corps when first in front of Peters- 
burg, and it was as he says “a nasty place.”” There 
is something singularly attractive about bis face; 
he wears no moustache, as only strong faces can do 
without. While he may have his faults and no man, 
is without them, he draws soldiers to him by his 
willingness to talk to them, and not make secrets of 
every matter. Confidence of this kind will win 
every time. Hauteur, distance, and coldness of 
manner, no matter how great the power behind, 
repels and makes enemies, and I know of no ter 
example of this than the late able General McDow- 
ell, a man of great ability and a soldier, but whose 
manner at all times was * stand back, sir! a

CAMP ON LITTLE MISSOURI, MONT. 


From Camp on the Little Missouri, Mont., Jan. 9, 
1891, an old soldier sends us a reply to a writer in the 
New York World who characterizes the recent kill- 
ing of Indians as a massacre. This newspaper letter 
is scarcely worth the attention he gives to it, but the 
concluding portion of his letter is so interesting that 
we give it here as follows: 


“If some of these stay-at-homes would only come 
out for a week and share the fatigue, suffering and 
privations that the United States soldier just now 
has to undergoin the bare wastes of Montana and 
Dakota they probably would not be so ready to 
throw slurs at the soldiers. And let me state that 
under the word of soldiers { embrace both officers 
and men, and that the former have to suffer just 
as much as the latter. 

“The Ist Cav. has been in the field constantly 
since April, 1890,and my own troop has now been 
on a constant march siuce the 22d of December last, 
never resting longer than a couple of days, but 
going at the rate of from 20 to 35 miles daily, through 
drizzling mists, with the thermometer as far as five 
degrees below zero. And when, after a day’s march, 
we arrive at a camp, frozen and weary, the hardest 
work commences, to gather the often very scarce 
nood, and after the wagons come in, often after 
dark, to put up tents and cook the scanty rations 
are things that may seem nice and romantic when 
done for pastime, but are pretty heavy burdens for 
the tired soldiery. 

“To bear all this the soldier receives three-fourths 
pouuds of bacon, one pound of hard bread, and in 
addition thereto about four spoonsful of canned to- 
matoes daily—this latter only since a very short 
time. 

“1 know somebody will cry: ‘Oh, that is nothing; 
during the war we done as much or more.’ I say 
stop! I don't doubt; J have read and heard plenty 
of that heroic struggle; but we bave no civil war. 
We are not volunteers fighting for eur home and 
fireside. Wehaveno home to expect after a suc. 
cessful struggle. An approving smile of our su- 
periors, probably a short notice in a regymental 
order, 18 all the reward we soldiers get. 

“We do not grumble. We know what we are in 
for. We receive our pay and do our — faithfully, 
fighting and falling, if so it be decreed, under the 
star spangled banner that we love and honor, not 
the less because 50 per cent. of us are of foreign de- 
scent. 

“ But when during the war a few Rebs were killed 
there rose no outcry of a massacre, but everybody felc 
that no war could be carried on, no rebellion 
quelled, without bloodshed. 

“Butif some soldiers, in actual self-defence and 
stringent necessity, kills a few Iadians a great out- 
cry a through the land about the cruelty of the 
soldiery. 

“_ an tell this gentleman that I was often present 
when rations were issued to Indians of different 
tribes, and 1 would be willing to trade off my ration 
any day for one that is issued to them. I have 
served in other countries and under other flags, but 
so far as efficiency and humanity of officers and 
men, especiaily in action, is concerned, our Army 
leads the world. Why, in any other country the 
redskins would have been exterminated 50 years 
ago. Even the Bible says: ‘Eye for eye, and tooth 
for tooth,’ and should we then look calmly on while 
the savages massacre our comrades, and afterwards 
be satisfied with simply driving them off, without 
dealing out well-deserved punishment? 

“lonly can say that all of us extend our hearty 
congratulations and sympathy to the gallant 7th, 
assuring them thatif fortune so will it and we get 
hold of the murderous red knaves, the aim of the Ist 
Horse shall be the more sure and the fire the more 
deadly, for the remembrance of the sacred duty of 
avenging the treacherous murder of our fallen com- 
rades and heroes of the 7th.

Deploring the ill fortune of Col. Forsyth, General 
Stanley remarked that the trick by which the In- 
dians concealed their guns under their blankets was 
an old one, but certainly it would have seemed 
harsh to the Indians to have made them come out 
into the bitter cold at Wounded Knee without their 
blankets. Speaking of the eneherz, the General 
said: “Even the very best of Indians glory in 
treacherous deeds. I was one of the party with Jos. 
E. Johnstop, who ran line between Indian Territory 





and Texas and | heard Billy O’Oonnor, chief of the 


Delawares, tell with the greatest glee how he and 
his tribe served the Osages. The tribes had. been at 
war and a treaty of peace was proposed by the Del- 
awares. A great council was held and at the feast 
which followed, an Osage was placed on the left side 
of a Delaware to show how fr endly the latter was. 
The squaws served the food, and finally, instead of 
bringing something to eat, slipped a tomabawk into 
the right hand of every Delaware, who immediately 
turned on the Osage next to him and planted the 
weapon in his brain. Not an Osage escaped. wy 
O'Connor told this asa pues joke and laughed till 
the tears ran down his cheeks. That shows how the 
Indians feel on the subject of treachery.’’—San An- 
to Express. 





The New York Sun recently gobiates an inter- 
esting interview with the artist Fred’k. Remington, 
who has returned to his home in the vicinity of 
New York, weary and sick, after a hard experience 
in the Indian eh Said Mr. Remington : “Is it 
cold out there? Well, I have sat up a good many 
nights too uncomfortable to sleep, with the ther- 
mometer at 15 deg. below zero. The Indians sit up, 
too. They areas uncomfortable as any one. It A 
bard campaigning even for those who are used to it. 
[don’t think Eastern people have any ideaof the 
intelligence of these Indians. Why, some of these 
Sioux have travelled all overthe world. I have dis- 
cussed the merits of different brands of German 
beer, with an Indian whose hair reached to bis 
waist. Their leaders know all about our politics. 
They understand what is back of this war, and that 
adds to their frenzy. I think Sitting Bull was at 
the bottem ofall this trouble. He wasa great man 
—like Tecumseh. He hada mind formed to rule, 
and he organized these Indians as they were never 
organized before. I believe, and I think Gen. Miles 
believes it too, that all the Indians arein the con- 
spiracy, and that treachery is all that their friend- 
ship means. That does not include the Cheyenues, 
of course. But po one can say how widespread this 
conspiracy is. Sitting Bullhad brought them all 
pretty well together.” 





A Western paper publishes a private letter from 
Corpl. Guy Palmer, Co. H, 8th Inf., with the troops 
at Rosebud Agency. He describes their mode of life 
there: ‘* In conical wall tents, eleven of us in all; 
reveille, at 5.45 a.Mm., well clad in overcoats, fur 
caps and gloves, field belte, gun, entrenching tool 
and canvas leggings; fatigue, at 7 a. m.; drill, at9 
4.M; dinner, at 12.30 P. M.; guard mount, at 3.30 
P. M., and retreat at 3.45 Pp. M.; three circles of Doty’s 
—the inner or camp guard, the intermediary pick- 
ets, posted on the surrounding peaks, and an ex- 
terior guard of cavalry. 





A telegram from Pine Ridge agency of Jap. 19 
says: During the past few days a number of profes- 
sional gamblers have arrived and secretly opened 
up various games for the purpose of fleecing the 
soldiers. Special Agent Cooper, baving been in- 
formed that games werein progréss, notified the 
military. Lieut. Kirkman, Ist [nf., anda squad of 
soldiers raided the buildings, capturing about fifty 
persons and many gambling devices. The gamblers 
were escorted off the reservation and their layout 
was destroyed.

The date for her trialis not yet an- 
nounced. 

ADMIRAL J. G. Watker, U.S. N., was in Wash- 
ington last week on duty connected with the move- 
ments of the White Squadron. It is not known 
when tbe whole squadron wilil rendezvous at St. 
Thomas, but the prospect is good for its doing so 
before many weeks. 

From recent reports received by the wavy, De- 
partment the condition of the hull of the Tulla 
poosa is such as to make it very uncertain whether 
that craft ever returns to the United States. For 
river-service she may last for a few years longer on 
the Brazil station, but her bull isin pretty bad con- 
dition, and itis quite probable she will be flaally 
sold on the station. 

Speaxine of the discontinuance of the high-speed 
measured mile trials under forced draft, the United 
Service Gazette says: “The extra exertion and 
efforts entailed in squeezing out another koot or 
more on these trialsis a heavy punishment for those 
employed in the stokebolds, and the sea speed is, 
after all, what is really wanted to maintain our an- 
cient title of Mistress of the Seas.” 

Captain W.S. Scarey, U. 8S. N., commander of 
the Baltimore, is home on a brief visit to attend the 
wedding of his daughter, which occurred at Balti- 
more on Thursday. Many frieads are glad to see 
him even for so shortatime. He says that his late 
trip to Sweden was as pleasant as a winter trip could 
be, and the conduct of the Baltimore was fully up 
to the standard expected of her. 


ORDERS have been issued detaching Lieut. W. F. 
Fullam from the Chicago and giving him a month’s 
leave of absence. No reason is given at the depart- 
ment for this order, but it is understood that it is 
due to the allegation that Lieut. Fullam is responsi- 
ble for the petition, slgned by the petty officers and 
enlisted men, asking for a number of changes from 
the present condition of affairs. 

At the date of a recent compilation Great Britain 
had 5,302 commercial steamers of 5,106,581 tons, the 
C. S. coming next after Germany and France, 
with 412 of 375.950 tons. The total of 13 countries 
having more than 100 steamers is 9,638, Great Britain 
owning more than one-balf of this total, and the 
British steamers have a larger average capacity. 
One hundred and fifty steamers are now lying idle 
in British ports, freights being lower and expenses 
higher. 

QuITE a surprise was given to the naval world the 
past week by orders to fit the old Lancaster for 
service as fiagship of the China station. Work on 
this fine old ship has been progressing slowly at the 
Portsmouth (N. H.) Navy-yard, with a view to her 
assigaument to duty asa gunnery practice ship, for 
which she would have been admirably fitted. But 
the recent change in her destination is the subject 
of no little comment as to the reasous for the relief 
of the Omaha. 

Tue French are showing great vigor in the exten- 
sion of their torpedo flotilla, so far as the heavier 
types of boats are concerned. The Yacht estimates 
thae—eccerding to the present plans of construc- 
tion—France will possess on Jan. 1, 1892, 20 seagoing 
boats, 31 of the first-class and 65 of the second, all 
the others being by that time unserviceable. A 
French torpedo boat, No. 128, of the Northern 
Squadron, ran ashore near Cherbourg on the night 
of Jan. 5 and is seriously damaged. 


At Pango-Pango recently two men from the U. 8. 
steamer Iroquois swam away at night and speut 
some time playing cards. lo the morning one of 
them, named Brannan, returned to the steamer, say- 
ing he bad left his companiou on shore. The latter, 
whose name was Powell, was coxswain of the cap- 
tain’s gig. ‘Two days later a body was observed 
floating by the ship and was picked up. The arms, 
legs and bead had been cut off, but from marks on 
the body the remains were identified as those of 
Powell. Suspicion fell upon Brannan and he was 
placed in custody pendinga full investigation. 


TueE San Francisco or Charleston will undoubtedly 
goto Chili without delay, as in view of possibie 
contingencies connected with the present state of 
affairs in that distracted country, it has been deemed 
advisable by President Harrison that an A'nerican 
man-of-war should put in an appearance as soon as 
possible. Should the San Francisco complete her 
final Government trials by the last of the current 
month, it is believed to be the intention of the De- 
partment to order that ship direct to Valparaiso. 
The last ship bearing the Stars and Stripes in that 
part of the world was the Mohican, not less than a 
year and a half ago. 


Capr. Purp, of the Atlanta, has refused to 
present the petition of the blue jackets for naval 
reorganization. In this Capt. Philip makes a mis- 
take. Theright of petition is considered so sacred 
in this country that it is expressly guaranteed by 
the first amendment to the Constitution of the 
United Statez, and it bas been the uniform practice, 
30 far as we reeollect, for members of Congress to 
preeent petitions which are diametrically opposed 
to their own views. it was Capt. Philip's privilege 
to make what endorsement he thought proper on 
the petition, but to witbbold it is an unwise exercise 
of power which creates irritation and does no good 
—except to the petitioners, whose cause is thus 
strengthened. 


CaLuinG to mind one case in which a very large 
compound pumping engine refused to make more 
than six strokes a miuute until drain cocks were 
fitted to the cylinders, when witb precisely the same 
boilers and firing it mede eight and nine strokes with 
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great ease, the Engineer says: “ We cannot resist 
the conclusion that many of the anomalies and con- 
tradictions and problems and puzz'es presented by 
steam engines take their origin not in the engine, 
butin the steam; and we think it may be shown 
that in every case where an exceptionally high re 

sult is obtained, the steam delivered to the engine is 
dry or —— 80, while when a bad result is obtained 
under conditions. apparently quite favorable, the 
steam is in fault, being wet. Many problems in 
steam engineering are to be solved by ascertaining 
how much water wasin the steam used during the 
experiment.”

RESULT OF THE NEWARK TRIAL.

Theconsumption of coal per hour was 
21,590.05 pounds, or 39.98 pounds per square feot of 
grate surface per hour, or 24 35 pounds per hour per 
indicated horse power. The speed of the vessel was 
19 knots according to the pacentlog. The indicated 
horse power was about 9,000, an excess of 500 horse 
pewer over the contract requirements.

“ Asu ” eontrivutes to the New York Times a long 
letter headed ‘“‘ Discontent in the Army,’’ which he 
mainly attributes to the *‘ use of soldiers as laborers, 
a violation of the contract of enlistment.’’ Weare 
glad to be able to state that this labor business has 
now been reduced toa minimum and all labor now 
required of the soldier is what is absolutely neces- 
sary for the maintenance of good orderand sanitary 
excellence ic camp and in garrison. This writer, 
however, bits a real evil when he sayse—" Desertion 
is not regarded as a crime by the citizens of the U. 8. 
and, as the soldiers are also citizens they do not re- 
gard itasacrime.” This sentiment has for years 
been a stumbling block in the way of the efforts of 
the military authorities to abate desertion. 








A WRITER on dreams, relates that a gentleman 
dreamed, in the space of a few seconds, that he had 
enlisted for a soldier, joined his regiment, deserted, 
bad been apprehended, carried back, tried, con- 
demued to be shot, and at last led out for execution.

Tue Philadelphia Inquirer well says: “ Once 
more the Government policy, which the present 
Administration has inherited from a long line of 
predecessors, has been saved from tbe consequences 
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COLONEL McKEEVER AND GENERAL MILES. 


THE only criticism that can be made upon the 
order assigning Colonel McKeever to duty at Chi- 
cago is that it violates the unwritten law of the 
Service that two officers should not unnevessarily 
be brought together, especially in confidential re- 
lations, when they are not personally agreeable to 
each other. Tocompel such unwelcome association 
is a discourtesy to both, and it seems to be under- 
stood that, so far as General Miles is concerned, Col- 
onel McKeever is nota persona gratu. How far 
their relations are strained we do not know. Colonel 
McKeever frankly admits that he is not on good 
terms with General Miles, but he denies that he has 
antagonized him or criticised his conduct of the 
Indian campaign. We see it statel that the real 
purpose is to secure the retirement of Colonel Mc- 
Keever, but as he will act promptly upon his or- 
ders this result will not be accomplished, and to 
assume that it was intended is to reflect upon the 
high office of the Secretary in charging Mr. Proctor 
with seeking to accomplish his purposes by indirect 
methods. 

The immediate occasion for the transfer of Colo- 
nel McKeever we understand to be this: Last week 
we received from our Washington correspondent 
and published the report of General Miles, dated 
‘* Pine Ridge Agency, Jan. 5." Upon its appear- 
ance Secretary Proctor demanded that our corres- 
pondent should inform him from whom he received 
it. Now it is perfectly well understood by every 
one connected with the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL, 
from the lowest to the highest, that under no pos- 
sible circumstances is the name of an officer who 
gives us information to be revealed without the 
consent of the informant. Secretary Proctor’s de- 
mand was therefore of necessity most respectfully 
declined. A call was then made upon the chief of 
branches in the War Department for a written re-- 
ply to an inquiry as to whether any one of them had 
furnished the information to our correspondent. 
Colonel McKeever replied that he had done so, in 
the exercise of the discretion supposed to be con- 
fided to an officer in his position. As an attempt 
has been made to show that the purpose of this 
publication was antagonistic to General Miles, it may 
be well for us to say that the report came to us 
from Washington without suggestion of any kind, 
and nothing was further from our thought than the 
publication of the details of a campaign which does 
such high credit to General Miles could be supposed 
tobe prompted by any animus against him. On all 
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and our corfidence in his high ability. No one 
understands better than General Miles how little 
there is in this idle talk, so far as we are concerned. 
We should not have spoken of this matter had not 
the daily papers taken up the subject. Its chief 
significance to us isin the proof it gives that the 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, and its representatives, 
may be fully relied upon never to betray confidence. 
We should employ no one whom we could suspect 
of doing this, and our correspondent at Washing- 
ton, Mr. Geo. W. Rouzer, has added to the respect 
in which he is held by all who know him by the 
manly stand he bas takea in this matter. 








REMEMBER THE ABSENT. 


In the discussion upon the bill to promote Assis- 
tant Surgeon Ainsworth to Colonel, Senator Plumb 
made a vigorous attack upon the custom of giving 
undue preference to clerical as contrasted with 
strictly military service : 


“ Gallant officers,” said the senator, “and gallant 
men have been killed by the common enemy, the 
Indian, and men have been wounded who still live 
and who bear the svars of their wounds as long as 
they hive, for whom the country provides no promo- 
tion of auy kind or description whatever.”’ 

“It has beep a reproach which has attached to 
the Army and to Army affairs for years, that the 
men who are fortunate enough to be detailed in 
Washington in soft berths, in or places, and bave 
tbere developed some skill in social and in political 
and in clerica) matters have had the benefit ofa 
promotion which was denied to the men who were 
doing wilitary duty in the field. I do not say that 
the indictment which bas been formulated against a 
class of officers,and which to a certain extent has 
bred discontent in the Army, is entirely justified ; 
but [ do say that if anything in the world could jus 
tify it is the passage of such a bill as this. 

“Mr. President, this precedent lies at the founda- 
tion of the Army establishment. If it is to be ac- 
counted hereafter that the men to be promoted in 
the Army are not those who render military ser- 
vice, not those who illustrate military skill, not 
thore who illustrate the virtues and the advantages 
of physical courage, but the men who are good pen- 
men and who understand the performance of cleri- 
cal duties and can simplify the performance of the 
duties which are ordinarily performed by clerks, 
then we might as well muster out the Army of the 
Uvited States as a military establishment and pro- 
vide for bringing in major-generals who are good 
penpmen and whd are good clerks and leave the 
figtting to privates, who, lam sorry to say, have 
no expectation of promotion whatever.” , 


The authorities at Washington do not seem able 
to make up their minds to give officers who have 
shown themselres entitled to it even the poor re- 
ward of a brevet for Indian service. It is unjust 
to withhold this recognition from those clearly en- 
titled to it because there was a doubt concerning 
others. Once more our gallant Army is returning 
from a most trying campaign in the field where they 
have borne every hardship as becomes good sol- 
diers. They have saved us from a great disaster. 
They have shown themselves worthy of the highest 
reward that can be bestowed upon faithful service. 
But, we regret to say, what experience shows to be 
the truth, that they would have had far better 
prospect of recognition if, instead of marching to 
the field, they had individually obtained leave of 
absence and occupied their time at Washington in 
showing what good fellows they are. It is un- 
doubtedly hard to resist the influence of propin 
quity, and we are all of us much more inclined to 
favor our wives’ relations than those of other peo- 
ple, but justice demands that those charged with 
the duty of administering our military affairs 
should give equal thought to the present and the 
absent. 


THE CASE OF COMMANDER REITER. 


THERE are no doubt reasons which do not appear 
to justify the Secretary of the Navy in his own 
judgment in following the course he has with re- 
ference to Commander Reiter. The letter of the 
Secretary, which appears elsewhere, as well as the 
previous letter to Commander Reiter, is proof posi- 
tive that he is entirely right when he says a Secre- 
tary of the Navy can pronounce a rebuke, pulic or 
private, upon an officer whenever he pleases. But 
this is not the point: the question is whether the 
Officers of our Navy are not entitled to a cour- 
tesy and consideration from a gentleman tempor- 
arily holding the office of Secretary of the Navy, 
which forbids him from holding one of them up to 
public reproach without first giving him full oppor. 
tunity for presenting his case in the light, not only 
of the facts immediately applicable to it, but of the 
law and the regulations and customs of the Service. 

The theory of public administration, certainly in 
the Army and Navy, is that an officer should not 








be arbitrarily condemned upon the judgment of a 


single individual however high his position. Our 
Constitution and laws distinctly guard the right of 
every man to retain possession of what belongs to 
him until he is deprived of it by due process of law, 
And can there be any possession more dear toa 
Navy officer than his reputation for the faithful 
performance of duty ? 

We do not propose to argue a question of inter- 
national law with our able Secretary, nor do we 
understand that he claims that international law 
has been violated. It would certainly seem difficult 
to establish the principle of ex territoriality in favor 
of a vessel putting into a port tm accordance with 
her advertised schedule and not under stress of 
weather. 

What concerns the Navy isto know what new 
ttinciple of action for them is established by this 
rebuke toone of their number. If circumstances 
of a like nature arise in English, French or German 
ports is it to be understood that they are to follow 
the course indicated by the letters to Commander 
Reiter, and if so, should it not be made more clear 
than it has yet been how far they are to go in an- 
tagonizing the action of the local authorities ? These 
questions might have been settled by a careful 
judicial inquiry into the exact circumstances of this 
ease. As it is, nothing appears to have been deter- 
mined, except what we koew already, that our dis- 
tinguished and able Secretary 1s a master of forensic 
eloquence. 

We ean assure Secretary Tracy that he can make 
n? assertion of American doctrine so vigorous that it 
will not meet with the most hearty response from 
the officers of our Navy. They will go to the ut- 
most length that international law or public senti- 
ment will allow to maintain the right of asylum 
and the honor of the flag, but they ought not to be 
left in any doubt as to what is expected of them. 
Their action must be based upon well recognized 
principles, and what any one Secretary says does not 
make law nor eyen custom, for it may be set aside 
to-morrow. 


SAIL POWER IN WAR VESS_LS. 


We have more than once alluded to the subject 
of sail power io ships of war, quoting the opinions 
of men of high rank in the Eoglish Navy in favor 
of the entire abolition of sails as useless and un- 
economical and positive detriments in action. The 
old sailing steamers could accomplish nothing in 
the way of turning to windward, and ‘‘clawing off 
a lee shore,” even with the help of their auxiliary 
engines, was practically an impossibility. The only 
way in which these craft could make any headway 
against afoul wind was by beatiug under fore and 
aft canvas and steam, and in this situation all their 
lofty top hamper was only so much hindrance to 
their progress. Asa matter of fact, the Hartford 
and her class were sailing ships only when they had 
a fair wind. The Brooklyn was once nearly 90 
days from New York to Rio; and if she, with her 
80 feet of canvas per square foot of midship sec- 
tion, could do nothing practically except with a 
favoring breeze, what more could be expected of 
any of the cruisers now afloat or building with even 
the maximum amount of 86 square feet of canvas ? 
What would be the size and weight of the spars, 
sails and necessary gear of all kinds required on 
this basis for cruiser number 6 of 5,500 tons? or of 
armored cruiser uumber 2 of 8,000 tons? Recall 
the days of the Wabash class with main trucks over 
200 feet above the water, and think of the spread 
of canvas necessary for so large a craft as either of 
the two just mentioned |! 

Would not every one of our fleet commanders 
strip his ships for action at once on the first note 
of war, even if a General Order had not before 
been issued to that same effect? Oruiser number 6 
has a coal endurance of more than fifty days ata 
ten knot speed (provided she has a clean bottom); is 
it likely in these days of submariue telegraphs and 
rapid communication that she would have cause to 
remain out longer than thas? Would not her atore 
of provisions be getting low enough in sixty days to 
render it advisable to procure more? The steam 
ship of war has been a compromise from the begin- 
ning. At first it was a sailing frigate with auxili- 
ary steam power. Then came the steam sloops 
with rather more powerful engines and a slightly 











diminished amount of sail, and next the corvettes 
with still more powerful engines and greatly re- 
duced sail surface. Then the full powered steamer 
with auxiliary sails, and “finally the steamer pure 
and simple; still a compromise, for coal and ma- 
chinery, with heavy ordnance, leave little room 
comparatively for stores of all kinds and especially 
of provisions and clothing. 

It appears to us, however, that the last swing 
of the pendulum has been of too great an ampli- 
tude, and that sails can stillbe useful, and yet not 
detrimental, or but slightly so. Adherence to the 
traditiqgnal three masts is unnecessary. With the 
long craft of to-day there might be five or even six 
steel masts, rigged telescope fashion. Upon thisa 
very large spread of fore and aft sail could be car- 
ried. With a fair wind moderate speed under sail 
alone could be accomplished if time was no special 
object, and with a head wind steam would be more 
effectnal than in a full-rigged craft. 

As to the coal supply, that must, it seems to us, 
be obtained from our own colliers operating in con- 
junction with the ficet, or meeting their consorts 
at a certain rendezvous where the transfer of coal 
could take place. Depot ships of ordnance and 
general stores will also be necessary in case of a 
fleet, or of a single vessel, operating at a distance, 
for the complex structure known as the man-of- 
war of to-day is far different from the simple craft 
of fifty, or even twenty years ago. No longer oan 
she keep the seas indefinitely as of old, for her stores 
will give out, and no amount of sail-power will 
make the rations last longer. 

As the coarser articles of freight only are carried 
in sailing vessels, the chief field of the commerce 
destroyer must be in operating against steamers, 
and this she cannot do under sail, even with banked 
fires. She must have steam up, and even then it 
will take much valuable time to reach the maxi- 


mum speed. 


Tue retirement for age, on Thursday of this 
week, Jan. 22, of Brigadier General Stephen VY. 
Bené-, Chief of Ordnance, U. 8. Army, is an event 
of more than usual interest, for he has been the 
head of the Ordnance Department for now well on 
to 17 years. The many advances in the military 
art with which General Boné: has been so closely 
identified, will cause the period of his administra- 
tion of his important bureau to be looked back to 
with interest. He is a ripe scholar and learned in 
many matters outside of his profession, In 1855 
the degree of A. M. was conferred upon him by the 
University of Georgia, and in 1862 he gave to the 
Army a work, the standard for so many years on Mili- 
tary Laws and the Practice of Oourts-martial. To 
quote from a paper of his native State, Florida, ‘the 
bas in every relation proved himself a most efficient 
and intelligent manager of the vast ordnance inter- 
ests of the Government. and his successor, whoever 
he may be, will everywhere find traees of this old 
soldier’s skill and forethought.” 











COLONEL DANIEL W. FLAGLER was nominated on 
Thursday as the successor to General Benét as 
chief of the Ordnance Department. He is the senior 
in years, but the junior in rank ot the three Colonels 
of Ordnance, having been born Jane 24, 18385; Ool- 
onel Whittemore, March 5, 1836, and Oolone} 
Buffington, Nov. 22, 1837. Oolonels Buffiagton 
and Flagler have had the same length of service, 
and Colonel Whittemore has been a year longer in 
the Army. We congratulate the Ordnance Depart- 
ment upon the selection. Oolonel Flagler is an able 
officer, and there can be no question as to his quali- 
fications for his new and highly important position .

SPEAKING of the appeal made b> the British au- 
thorities to the U. 8S. Supreme Court in the matter 
of the Behring Sea dispute, the N. Y. Tribuye says: 
“Imagine for one moment England rushing into a 
German court to try a question of right undera 
diplomatic dispute. Their policy is thoroughly in 
accord with the prevailing idea that we are a young 
and inexperienced people, and that we can be hum- 
bugged by a certa’n assumption of authority. It is 
a continuance of the traditions! policy of Great Bri- 
tain toward us. It isa policy based on stupid ignor- 
ance of our affairs, of our institutions, and the spirit 
of our people. This is further aggravated by a con- 
tempt for our lack of military and naval power. 
This traditional policy of Great Britain toward us 
has led totwo wars. It is not among the impossi- 
bilities that we shall have some day the third war. 
Nobody on either side wants it, but the combination 
of stupidity, ignorance and arrogance displayed by 
the British Foreign Office on all questions of dispute 
may some day make the requisite blunder which 
will produce the explosion. This Behring Sea con- 
troversy will undoubtedly go to a high court of ar- 
bitration.” 








We remember hearing General Sherman say 
many years ago that the Indians we took the 
trouble to educate were often the worst Indians, 
when it came to an outbreas. He is by no means 
alone in this opinion, the soundness of which is 
illustrated by the statement of our correspondent in 
the field that Lieut. Casey was killed by an [Indian 
educated at Carlisle. He adds further that the 
Carlisle boys were at the head of those in the Bad 
Lands and bave been the ones most active in 
deviltry. These educated red devils understand 
civilized methods and civilized ideas. Let them then 
be arrested, tried and hung after the most approved 
civilized fashion. If ever men deserved it they dv. 
It 1s turning the serious business of war into a farce 
to permit such an outbreak as this in Dakota with. 
out holding anybody responsible forit. Meantime, 
it will be well to inquire what practical good results 
from clothing young Indians, educating them at 
the public expense, exciting their ambition for dia- 
tinction and then turning them loose where the only 
opportunity for obtaining it is by the murder of 
white men.

They have comfortable quarters and the 
mess Is very good. No married men are wanted, be- 
ec use there are no quarters for them. 








Tus War Department bas adopted a reform in the 
matter of physica’ examination of candidates for 
admission to West Point that ought to beappreciated 
by parents aid others who bave to foot the travel- 
ling expenses of the candidates. Candidates are now 
to be given an opportunity of being examined by 
an Army surgeon at or near their homes before go 
ing to the Academy. Indeed, it is made obligatory 
that they shall be physically examined as soon after 
receiving their appointment as possible. Lt does not 
necessarily follow, of course, that a candidate 
passed by the local surgeon will meet with the same 
suecess before the board of surgeons at West Point, 
but if the instructions recently sent out to the med- 
ical officers of the Army are faithfully complied 
witb, and they doubtless will be, there will un- 
doubtedly be a notable reduction in the percentage 
of rejections. 








Tue Chicago Herald of Jan. 10 states in its Wash- 
ington despatches that “‘1i would be a good thing if 
we could have all the Ihdian agencies turned over 
to the War D partment.

A CORRESPONDENT makes the excellent suggestion 
tbat, in the publication of the new drill manuals, a 
popular edition be issued as in Europe, where thou- 
sands of drill books are in circulation; in some 
countries of the continent upon cheap paper and in 
plain paper covers; in others, in carton binding 
only. Upon the continent each drill book is divided, 
and is published in parts, so that a private may pur- 
chase the school of the soldier; a corporal, the 
school of the company; a lieutenant, the ba‘ talion; 
an adjutant, the ceremonies; a musician, simply the 
field music. Similar methods may be employed in 
the cavalry and artillery drill books. For a few 
cents the drill book is made accessible to the masses 
abroad.- As the result of expensive publications, au- 
thorized military works for the use of the National 
Guard should appear in two editionsand in sepa- 
rate parts where so demanded. Such works should 
be prepared by boards and exempt from claims to 
copynght. We should have authorizei Manuals of 
Duties in the Field, Duties in Fortified Places, Prac- 
tical Manuals for Field Fortification, Hints for Out- 
post Duty, etc., all in portable form and cheap. The 
type, the “forms,” of the more expensive edition, 
could be used for the cheaper edition, with paper or 
earton cover. 





Some months ago we briefly referred to the “ His 
torical Register of the U. 8. Army, from its Orgari- 
zation, Sept. 29, 1789, to Sept. 29, 1839,’ prepared by 
Mr. F. B. Heitman, a valued clerk of the War De- 
partment, and to the excellence of the work asa 
historical record. Since then we have received a 
copy of the compilation and can certify, cheerfully 
and heartily, to its excellence and usefulness. It 
is not the work of a day. lo 1800 and in 1814 the 
records of the War Department were destroyed by 
fire; so, much of Mr. Heitman’s work had to be 
brought to a fulfilment by a pitient research 
through the records of other departments of the 
Government. That the task has been one of magni 
tude is shown from the fact that Mr. Heitman ap- 
plied himself for seventeen years, in his leisure time 
when not engaged in his official duties, to produce 
the compilation, his disinterested hope being that 
the work might prove a standard and reliable work 
of reference. The National Tribune of Washington 
are the publishers of the work.

They are trained to the work, and ina few months 
they become tough and hard and able to stand any 
amount of exposure, In about two years they are 
thoronghly toughened tothe work and can stand 
fatigue like Indians.”’

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A COURT-MARTIAL DENIED. 


Navy DEPARTMENT, } 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 16, 1891. 
Commander George C. Reiter, U. 8S. N., Pittsburg, Pa.: 

sin: Your letter of the 8th inst., asking for a trial 
by Court-martial has been received. 

You state that the Department’s action in your 
case constitutes a public reprimand and that this is 
a punishment that can only be legally inflicted by 
sentence of a uvaval General Court-martial. Your 
statement shows tbat you are ignorant of the first 
principles of naval discipline. The assumption that 
the Secretary of the Navy cannot pronounce a re- 
buke, publie or private, upon an officer for a breach 
ot discipline or a failure in the performanve of 
duty without obtaining the sanction of a Court is an 
upheard of proposition. 

The Department impartially awards praise or 
blame to the officer who deserves the one or the 
other, a8 occasion may arise, and the practice is as 
old as tae Department itself. Cases have occurred 
where the Department, without trial, has pro- 
nounced emphatic reprimand upon officers in gen- 
eral orders. The publieity that is given either to its 
commendation or its reproof isa matter within its 
own discretion, in the exercise of which it consults 
oply the public interest. 

You further state that a trial by Court-martial is 
clearly your right. Your attention is called to sec- 
tion 121, * Orders, Regulations aud Instructions for 
the Administration of Law and Justicein the Navy, 
1870.”’ as follows: 

“No officer has the right to demand a Court- 
martial on bimself or others, the granting of a trial 
resting solely in the discretion of the officer author- 
ized to convene a Court.”’ 

The question is also raised by implication in your 
letter whether the Department has committed an 
act of injustice in censuring you without an oppor- 
tunity to be heard. 

You were detached from the command of the 
Ranger by an order of Sept. 29. The Department’s 
action in detaching you was in the exercise of its 
ordinary power of assigning the duties of officers 
according to the best interests of the Service, and it 
deemed that these interests called for your detach- 
ment. After your return on Nov. 23 you wrote to 
the Department on Dec. 8, stating that you feared it 
aid not approve of your action, and asking that you 
might be afforded an %pportunity to explain it to 
tbe Secretary personally or before a Court of In- 
quiry. 

On the 12th the Department replied as follows: 
“ gyouare informea thatthe Department was dis- 
satisfied with your course while in commaard of the 
United States steamer Ranger on the coast of Cen- 
tral America, and_ you are authorized to visit the 
Department and to make personally such explana- 
tion ip regard to your actions as you muy desire.”’ 

On Dee. 15, in consequence of the above-men- 
tioned correspondence, and for the purpose stated 
in your letter of request—namely, that you might 
be enabled to make a personal explanation—you 
had a personal iaterview with the Secretary of the 
Navy. At this interview you were given the fullest 
opportunity to make any statement that you de- 
sired bearing on the facts of the case. You were 
also distinctly informed of the general grounds of 
the Department's dissatisfaction. 

At the copvclasion of the interview you were not 
only authorized but directed to embody your state- 
ments in an additional report. No commupication 
being received from you, the Department, on the 
16th, wrote you a letter valling for your supple- 
mentary report and directing you tv include in it 
any facts not yet reported by you. This report, 
dated Dec. 20, was received on the 231, and upon the 
8lst the Department addressed to you its fuli and 
final review of the case. 

Although you were informed on Dec. 12 of the 
Department's dissatisfaction, and on the 15th of the 
grounds on which its dissatisfaction was based, you 
made no request for a Court-martial until your 
letter of Jan. 8, after the Department had pro- 
nounced finally upon the case. 

The Department had, however, without any re- 
quest from you, already considered fully the ques- 
tion of bringing you to trial. Such a trial is neces- 
sary when the facts of a case cannot otherwise be 
definitely ascertained or when the penalty which 
the circumstances demand is beyond the scope of 
ordinary Departmental powers. Neither of these 
reasons existed here because the Department ac- 
cepted and acted upon your own statement of the 
facts, and its disciplinary powers were sufficient to 
meet the case. 

The only object of a trial in th’s case would have 
been to obtain an expression of the law applicable 
to the admitted facts and a definition of the duties 
of an Officer in relation thereto, which expression 
and definition, under the well established principles 
gzoverning the administration of naval discipline, as 
shown by numberless precedents, the Department 
of itself is entirely competent to declare. In deter- 
mining questions of law arising upon undisputed 
facts the Department does not require the assist- 
ance of a Vourt-martial. 

Since this conclu-ion was reached the Department 
has seen no reason to modify it. It has listened with 
patience to your successive statements. It has given 
you every opportunity to be heard before taking 
action, it indicated to you the grounds of its dis- 
approval before you sent in your final report. In 
Visiting upon you its censure it bas relied solely 
upon your statement of the facts. In its communi- 
cation of the 3lst condemning your conduct it re- 
ciied these facts, and your letter asking for a trial 
leaves them undisputed. 

You are therefore informed that it is not the in- 
tention of the Department to bring you to trial by 
Court-martial, and that it regards your case as hav- 
ing been finally disposed of.

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION. 


The Fortification bill as reported to the Senate 
Jan. 16 contains several important amendments. 
Tbe iteme appropriating $10,000 for an artesian weil 
at Fort Monroe and $16,000 for improvements at the 
torpedo station at Yerba, Buena Island, Val., were 
stricken out. The appropriation for torpedoes, ete., 
was reduced from $200,000 to $100,000; for gua and 
mortar batteries, from $1,000,000 to $750,000; for pur- 
chase of gun forgings for 8, 10 aad 12 in. guns, from 
$1,000,000 to The item for two disappea 
gun carriages was stricken out and another inserted , 
appropriating $400,000 for cast iron, hooped with 
steel, 12in. mortars. The amount allowed by the 
House for improvements at Watervliet Arsenal was 
reduced from $716,000 to $416,000. The item for con- 
ducting experiments with guns, armor plates, ex- 

losives, etc., by the Board on Ordaance and Forti- 
fication was increased from $100,000 to $200,000. The 
foliowing provision for the benefit of private con- 
tractors was inserted: 

That Sec. 2 of “An act making appropriations for fortifi- 
cations and other works of defence, for the armament 
thereof, for the procurement of beavy ordoance for tri»! 
and service, and for other purposes,” approved Aug. 18, 1890, 
ig bereby modified and enlarged so that the amount author- 
ized to be expended thereunder be increased to $4,250,000, to 
be expended on the terms and conditions aod for the pur- 

therein set forth, except that $50,000 of said sum shall 
be reserved to cover all expenses otber than the powder and 
projectiles incident to the tests and inspection of the guns, 
and also that the Secretary of War be authorized to con- 
tract thereunder for such less number of guns than 100 as 
he may deem for the best interests of the Government. 

Although the Pacific Coast delegation in Oongres 
has not yet succeeded in getting either of the com- 
mittees to report in favor of the establishment of a 
gun foundry in their section, they are doing their 
utmost to stimulate interest in the project. The 
latest move was to have a resolution adopted calling 
on the War Wepartment for ali petitions and other 
papers that have been filed there since the commis- 
sion on the selection of a site was appointed. 

An amendment has been s ted to the Arm 
Appropriation bill by Senator Voorhees of mu 
interest to retired enlisted men, which we hope, as 
we ba7e long urged, may materialize intoa law. It 
provides that “such enlisted men as bave been, or 
shall hereafter be, placed on the retired /ist, shall 
be commutation for fuel and quarters in the 
amount prescribea by the act of Feb. 14, 1885, pro- 
viding for a retired list for enlisted mun, and ata 
rate equal to an average of the rates prescribed for 
differeat sections of the United States, under au- 
thority.g@f the Secretary of War at the date when 
said act went into effect.” 

A joint resolution with the same object ia view 
was also introduced in the Senate this week Mr. 
Ingalis. It is the amendment to the Army bill that 
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be done at this session to correct the omission which 
we pointed out to the author of the original act 
creating the retired list for enlisted men, but which 
he hesitated to make for fear that he would jeopar- 
dize the chances of the bill. 

Congressman Boutelle’s resolution to pay to cer- 
tain assistant engineers, United States Navy, the 
difference between the pay received by them as 
cadet engineers and that of assistant engineers has 
been referred to the Committee on Claims. 

On Thursday the House went into Committee of 
the Whole on the Naval Appropriation bill. Mr. 
Sayer, leader of the Democratic minority, presented 
astatement showing the total cost for hulls and 
machinery of our new Navy as $53,973,695. 


BILLS INTRODUCED. 


8. 48938, Mr. Hawley. That from and after the 
passage of this act the grade of certain medical officers of 
the Army below that of Surgeon-General shall be as fol- 
lows, namely: Those holding the rank of colonel, assistant 
surgeons-general; those holding the rank of ltieutenant- 
colonel, deputy surgeons-general.

ADVANTAGE OF A MARINE GUARD. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal 


In relation to Lieut. Fullam’s proposition to with- 
draw the marine guards from our men-of-war and 
substitute guards of sailors, let us consider some of 
the details of such a change. 

{n the first place, only a portion of the crew will 
be available for guard, for the duties of the ma- 
jority of the crew are such that their presence and 
attention are required each day for their special 
functions. Consequently those available for guard 
duty will be a special set of men (principally gun 
crews), and they will be excused from ship work 
while on guard, thus crippling their part of the 
ship. This guard will have to carry out the same 
orders that marines du at present, so that the crew 
will be subject to the same degradation (?)of which 
Lieut. Fullam complains. Is it material toa mem- 
ber of the crew whether he be searched or arrested 
by the master-at-arms, ship’s corporal, sergeant of 
marines, or sailor corporal of the guard, and, if so, 
how is the degradation (?) classified ? 

As to the point that a sailor cannot step into the 
presence of his commanding officer, how many ma- 
rines have this privilege? Only his four orderlies. 
Will the captain permit any member of the crew to 
step into bis presence with a guard of sailors? 

In the ae ae according to Lieut. Fullam’s 
plap, the guard changes every day, thereby shifting 
the responsibility from day today, and the men will 
not therefore take the same care or interest in 
carrying out their orders. With a permanent guard, 
i. €., one that ison duty every day the case is dif- 
ferent, for there is no shifting responsibility or 
neglect from one guard to another, and any derelic- 
tion falls directly on the guard itself. The members 
of this permanent guard soon learn thatit is to their 
interest to faithfully discharge their duties, to assist 
each other, and, if necessary, to report neglect 
among themselves. Such is the case of the marine 
guard, because it is known that the marines will be 

eld responsible for the execution of all orders, and 
consequently they must support and assist each 
ether in order to work out their own salvation. No 
guard ever accomplishes much unless they pull to- 
gether, and the best way to obtain this end is tu de- 
tail a permanent guard. 

Owing to the advancement in naval warfare and 
improved weapons the duties of marines on board 
ship must be extended, if they are to be efficient 
combatants. The weapon now used by the marines 
is the Springfield rifle, and is inadequate to the re- 
quirements of a fightatsea. Ata fighting distance 
of 600 yards or more, and the enemy behind steel 
bulwarks, shields and towers, it is a perfect farce to 
give a man a Springfield rifle to kill or disable the 
enemy. Thisisa fact forced uponus. [f the ma- 
rines are to beretained on board ship as combatants 
they must be given an effective weapon. This can 
be done by stationing them at the secondary bat- 
tery or giving them a division of great guns. What 
ever is done should be done at once, in order that 
the marines may be drilled with the proper weapon, 
thus fitting themselves for service on board ship 
when they are detailed. sare practice is very ne- 
cessary, and should not be deferred until a ship goes 
to sea. it is perfectly consistent to extend the duties 
of the marines as proposed, and I see no reason why 
the material ut hand should not betaken advantage 
of instead of offering a substitute.

A LIBERAL INSURANCE COMPANY.

“Permission is hereby oe to Ernest A. Gar- 
lington the insured under Policy No. 73041, to travel 
and reside in any portion of the United States to 
which he may be called by his duties as an officer of 
the United States Army; also to engage in Indian 
warfare, and to handJe gunpowder or other explo- 
sives to such an extent as may be required in the 
discharge of his official duties. 

“ Provided, that in case he shall engage in actual 
hostilities during civil war, or war levied by or 
against a foreign power or government, he shall pay 
an equitable extra premium, to be fixed by the 
company, which, if not paid at the time the extra 
risk is incurred, shall be a lien upon the policy, and 
may, with interest, be deducted from any amount 
which may become due thereon.” 

I consider the action of the company in issuing 
this policy, under the peculiar circumstances of the 
case, as characterized by a spirit liberal in the ex- 
treme. The Massachusetts Mutual isa good com- 
pany for Army officers.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The gunnery-ships Excellent and Cambridge are 
to be supplied with 200 and 100 magazine rifles re- 
spectively, and each of the Marine depots are also 
to receive 100 rifles. Some more will also be sup- 
plied for trial abroad. It is anticipated that the 
general supply will be completed in 1892. The 
Engineer has sifted down the thirty objections 
urged by the London Times to the new rifle to two, 
as the only ones to which it gives any weight. The 
first of these is the liability of the screw attaching 
the bolt to the bolt-head to work out. This can be 
remedied by adding a second screw, as the chances 
would be greatly against the two coming out. Of 
the other objection on the cut off, the Angineer 
says: ‘The 7imes’s reply that, if the authorities do 
not see any imperfection, they can learn it by 
ordering * Cease firing,’ when the magazine is in use, 
and then, ‘ East springs.’ Those who know the arm, 
know that the result would be that any charge left 
in the chamber would be fired on easing springs 
This is a fatal and dangerous objection. The exist 
ence of this evil is intolerable, and out of all com- 
parison with others noted, and must be remedied. 
On the whole, the Times has done good work by 
calling attention to the faults in the arm. Speaking 
generally, it is a troublesome rifle, and in our judg- 
ment in some respects untidy. itis a nasty, ugly 
babit for the block bolt to turn slightly round as if 
it were going to open, as occurs on firing.

Fiske range finder, which has been so favorably 
commented upon by the Times, is certainly an in- 
genious invention, and may in time develop intoa 
serviceable instrument. British naval officers, how- 
ever, who had an cpuereussy of inspecting this 
range finder on board the Chicago last summer, ex- 
press their opiuion that it will not answer in ite pre- 
sent form. The obstacle in the way of a reliable 
range finder afloat is the shortness of the base, which 
cannot exceed the length of the ship; and Lieut. 
Fiske’s patent does not obviate in any way the dis- 
advantages of this difficulty. The principle is by no 
means new, and has hitherto been rejected 4 ng- 
lish inventors for this very reason. Whether we 
shall ever obtain a reliable range finder for the 
navy seems very doubtful ; but after all, the modern 
machine-gun solves the problem in a very practical 
way.” The Engineer, which devotes three columns 
to a description of the instrument, speaks much 
more hopefully of it. It states that the Ordnance 
Committee, as well as Capt. Bridge, R. N.; Major 
Watkin, R. A., and others, have inspected the pair 
of instruments, and a trial is expected. Doubt as to 
any new invention is always to be expected, but 
certainly the prospects of Lieut. Fiske’s ingenious in- 
strument are very encouraging.

I think 
I see in the drift of the correspondence of the association 
that all speak of it guoly as a life insurance. It issome- 
thing higher than that. I only speak my feelings because | 
koow I am an officer of the Army and teel just as others 
do.” * * * Nor in the progress of years bas our Mutua! 
Aid Association developed into life insurance—it still re- 
mains wutual aid—although its reserve gives it the stability 
of an insurance company, and the U. 8. bonds io which our 
reserve is locked up make it even more stable than these 
companies, for their investments fluctuate in value, some 
times disastrously, as many of us have felt, and nothing is 
certain but the large and increasing percentage of the ex- 
penses of management. Although not an insurance com-

NATIONAL GUARD VS. LIFE INSURANCE. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

ATTENTION has been called in the last two num- 
bers of the JOURNAL to the treatment by insurance 
companies of its policy holders in the event of war. 
Would it not be pertinent to determine beforeband 
what such treatment will be as applied to citizens 
in the event of war? 

Past experience has proved very conclusively 
that, in the event of war, itis by no means an easy 
matter to induce the American to become a soldier 
in war. During our last war, for example, about 
one-third (in the North) of the Army volunteered 
freely, another third were only induced to enter the 
Service by the most extravagant system of bounties 
probably ever offered to mercenariesin any war, 
and the other third had to be drafted outright to fill 
up the Army to the requisite streneth. 

In case of a foreign war, one of the great political 
parties always has opposed, and no doubt always 
will, bitterly oppose the war, and manifestly the 
Government can never tolerate anything which will 
tend to prevent free enlistment or volunteering. 

The question at once comes up, what effect will 
the present restriction of many of the insurance 
companies have as respects a man whois drafted 
into the Army and killed in war? He would not be 
a free agent, might not be able to meet the demands 
of the conipany however much he might desire so 
to do, and it would be equally unjust on the part of 
the Government to permit any company to deprive 
tbe man of his insurance. 

Uur first reserve and aid in the event of war lies 
in the National Guard, many of whom are no doubt 
insured. To exact from these an additional pre- 
mium of five per cent. per annum on the face of the 
policy as a war risk, would at once either bar many 
or deprive them of insurance at the very time when 
most needed. But would not the fact of keepin 
men out of the Service in such manner be in effeo 
“giving aid and comfort to the enemy?” and could 
an M ; crane tolerate for a moment such @ 
policy? 

There are many excellent lawyers in the ranks of 
the National Guard, and this subject would appear 
upon its face well worthy their earnest considera- 
tion.

Cou. W. L. CHASE, the new inspector general of rifle prac- 
tice, has formulated a very fuli order on rifle practice, em- 
bodying a number of changes. To encourage the third cluss 
marksmen the qualification required has m reduced. 
Among other things, the order says the following qualifica- 
tions are established: Third class, two scores of 15 outof a 
possible 25, at 200 yds.; second class, two scores of 18 out of a 
possible 25, at 200 yds.; first class, two scores of 2loutof a 
possible 25, at 200 yds.; two scores of 21 out of a possible 25, 
at 500 yas.; sharpshooter class, two scores of 22 out of VY a3 
sible 25, at 200 yds.; two scores of 24 out of a possible at 
500 yds.; two scores of 23 out of a possible 26, at 600 yds.; 
distinguisbed marksman class, sharpsbooters of record who 
have represented the State at Creedmoor, who may be men- 
tioned in orders as the first 12, or who bave won an individ- 
ual trophy at the State match. Second-class marksmen 
armed with the carbine may use the rifle, when practicable, 
for ranges beyond 200 yds.; or one point will be allowed on 
each score for qualification made with the carbine at 500 
yds. and 600 yds. Position at 200 yds., standing; at the longer 


ran any position. 

Col. Chase has also decided to adopt a new style of collar 
insignia for sharpshooters and distinguished marksmen. It 
is in the shape of a small Maltese cross of silver with a tar- 
get centre, the arms enamelled in black for sharpshooters 
aod red for distinguished men.

In all grades of officers of 
and below the rank of commander in the Navy the pay of 
steff officers is very much bigher than that of line officers 
having the same “date of preced ” In the of 
lieutenant commander and lieutenant, after ten years from 
date of commission, this is disproportionately so; while in 
frequent instances the surgeon, the paymaster and the chief 
engineer are in receipt of higher pay than the commander 
of the vessel on board which they are serving. The pay as 
provided for staff officers shows a p ve rate from the 
lowest to bigher grades and has been a long time in use 
without unfavorable comment: but it is ealled to your at- 
tention that this discrepancy of pay of line and staff officers 
has been cause for some of the contention which bas ex- 
isted and does exist in the Navy. It is submitted that officers 
of the same relative rank as established by the “ date of pre- 
cedence” be given equal pay; and that section 1556, title 15, 
chapter 8, Revised Statutes, pay, etc.. be so amended that 
the amounts as provided for staff officers be made the psy 
for line officers of the same relative rank, together with the 
periods of pay from and after date of commission, as is in- 
dicated by the table which accompanies this petition.

FOREIGN ITEMS, 


lt is proposed to reorganize the Swedish Army 
upon the basis of universal service, 


Ow1ne to the intended substitution of macbine 
made horse shoes for the hand made ones hitherto 
used, the whole system of shoeing inthe British 
Arwy is undergoing a gradual change. 

HEREAFTER no French soldier is to be permitted 
to enter a brasseris in Paris kept by a German. 
W hether this is designed to discourage rdrinking 
among the soldiers, or to discourage Germans, is not 
quite clear. 

AT the opening of the New Year all was tranquil 
in South America. Since then we have had news of 
a conspiracy in Peru, of a serious revoltin Chili, and 
of arebellious outbreak in Argentine. At last ac- 
counts the revoltin the Chilean Navy seems to be 
extending among tbe troops, many of whom have 
joined the revolutionary forces, taking with thei 
their armsand baggage. In view of the blockade 
British men-of-war in the South Pacific have been 
ordered to Chili, and it is probable the U. 8. 8. San 
Francisco will be sent there if she can be gotten 
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An odd kind of head gear has been adopted for 
the use of the Italian garrison artillery. [t isa 
onic bonnet,” which is worn by the gun 
4d ment commanders, so that they may be in 
constant communication with the officer command- 
ing the battery or fort. 

On Jan. 1 the new orders reducing the number of 
British geveral officers from 270 to 100 went into 
effect. Hereafter the majority of regimental offi- 
cers will not be able to rise beyond the rark of lieu- 
tenant colonel, and will be red in that rank after 
being placed on half pay for five years. The officers 
of the staff will be allowed to get to the higher 
ranks, but with frequent intervals of half pay. 

Tue British Government is said to have furn- 
ished one of the semi-independent princes of india 
with new breechloaders in exchange for his assort- 
ment of ancient weapons, on the theory that the 
weapons will be useless, in case he should undertake 
arebellion, for want of cartridges. The prince's 
troops every month get cartridges enough for prac- 
tice. In case of war the old firearms would have 
been much bandier, as every Hindu knows how to 
make powder, and flint for matchlocks or percus- 
sion caps can easily be got. 

Seret. Woprke, of the 3d Uhlan Regiment of 
Guards io Potsdam, bad trouble with a private on 

@ parade ground two weeks ago because the man 
failed to drill properly. After cuffing him the ser- 
geant ordered six other privates to spit in the 
offender's face. Five did it, but the sixth refused. 
The five willing Chiaus were then ordered to spit in 
the face of their disobedient comrade and they did 
it. The whole affair was brought to the notice of 
the commander of the regiment, Nieckisch-Rosen- 
egg, who has not seen fit to do anything aboutit. - 

Tue Indian Engineer says that, omitting lakes, 
which are in many cases natural reservoirs, the 
largest reservoir of artificial lake in the world is the 
great tank of Dhebar, 20 miles southeast of Udai- 
pur, Raiputana, which covers an area ef 21 square 
miles. The masonry dam is 1,000 ft. long by 9 ft. 
high; 50 ft. wide at the base, and 15 ft. at the top. 
In Southern india also there are some immense res- 
ervoirs. That of Cumbum is formed by dammiog 
the Gundlakamana River by a dam 57 ft. high, 
thrown between two hills. This reservoir has an 
area of 15 square miles. The Sulekere Reservoir, in 
Mysore, 18 a very little smaller, and, next to Cum- 
bum, is the finest in Southern India. 

In his recent paper, read before the Royal Statis- 
tical Society, Sir Charice Dilke points the moral of 
France’s failure to obtain even a momentary success 
against Germany, because of ber want of adequate 
preparation.

“England cannot even hold an 
ordinary review at Aldersbot for the amusement of 
a foreign sovereign without drawing artillery, at 
least, from all portions of the country, and, after 
| gigantic efforts, failing to place in the field as many 
guns as Bulgaria can parade, or half as many as the 
Roumanian military system annually furnishes for 
the Roumanian manpceuvres.” The results of Brit- 
ish gun practice for 1890 show that it requires from 
ten minutes toa quarter of an hour to develop an 
effective fireon any spot indicated to the artillery 
commander.
